No matter 
where you are moonlight will be a problea Mar 
early April. The moon is full on Mar. 25 - trouble until it wanes to 
a small thin crescent April 4.

than they will be on the next big show in A.D. 2062! Tune up with -

dodging the moon for the next 3 - 4 weeks.
